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LETTER   FROM   OUR   WARDEN 

Papeete,  Tahiti. 

August  17.  1928. 

Dear  Circle: 

It  is  now  six  full  months  since  I  bade  you  all  Farewell 
and  sailed  once  again  for  the  delectable  isles  of  the  South  Seas. 
Methinks  you  will  like  to  hear  how  I  have  fared  and  whither 
I  have  roamed,  with  Tahiti  as  a  centre.  French  Oceania  covers 
a  large  area,  its  various  groups  forming  a  ring;  with  one  out- 
lying spur  to  the  north,  the  far-famed  Marquessas.  I  have 
taken  my  time,  not  hurrying  like  the  average  globe-trotter,  but 
revelling  in  the  beauty  of  those  so  far  seen  and  learning  of  the 
Past  and  the  Present  from  all  and  sundry.  Cruising  among 
those  Atoles  of  the  Sun — the  Tuamotus — has  been  a  delightful 
experience:  going  still  further  south,  I  reached  the  Gambiers. 
I  had  hoped  from  there  to  find  schooner  to  land  me  on  Pitcairn 
— only  300  miles  away.  Such  connection  is  rare,  however,  and 
Panama  or  New  Zealand  are  the  only  practicable  routes.  Pit- 
cairn must  wait:  yet  I  have  kind,  welcoming  words  from  them: 
they  know  the  difficulties:  and  "hurry"  is  a  word  unknown  in 
the  South  Seas.  Returning  to  Papeete  I  have  had  but  time  for 
a  preliminary  run  over  Tahiti,  and  Moorea — always  mentioned 
in  the  same  breath — which  rises  with  its  rugged  peaks  across  a 
ten-mile  strait.  You  will  see,  therefore,  that  I  have  not 
exhausted  France's  eastern  Pacific  possessions:  there  are  yet  the 
Sous-le-Vent  Isles — the  Australs  and  the  Marquessas.  These 
I  hold  in  reserve,  I  have  more  than  enough  fascinating  matter 
to  go  on  with.  And  coming  hither  I  have  renewed  my  youth — 
I  am  sound  from  head  to  foot. 

Of  Tahiti.^  Has  the  reality  fulfilled  the  expectation.-'  It 
has.  From  Nature's  point  of  view  it  is  a  Paradise:  its  whole 
surface  up  to  the  mountain  tops,  which  touch  7.000  feet,  is 
clothed  in  richest  verdure:  every  few  miles  as  one  hugs  the  coast 
line,  rivers  rush  down  entrancing  valleys.  I  have  followed  their 
course  upward,  fording,  wading,  clambering,  and  reached  the 
heights  to  look  down  upon  a  maze  of  growth,  and  beyond  to 
the  placid  waters  of  the  lagoon,  with  the  Barrier  reef  blocking 
the  waves  which  everlastingly  thunder  for  mastery  and  rest. 
Paradise  in  the  Pacific  is  today  claimed  by  Hawaii.  New  Zealand 
and  Tahiti.  1  would  not  care  to  be  the  one  to  award  the  palm. 
I  know  them,  and  each  in  its  own  way  has  undoubted  right 
of  claim.  Tahiti  is  the  least  tampered  by  man,  and  for  that 
reason  proves  such  a  disillusionment  to  many.  I  have  met  those 
here  who  count  the  days  when  they  can  escape.  They  had  no 
right  to  come.  1  hey  lack  the  1  emperanient.  They  expected 
lo  find  Society:    there  is  none,  each  foreigner  goes  his  own  way. 


the  handful  are  far  scattered  and  here  no  questions  are  asked. 
They  looked  for  good  hotels,  efficient  service,  roads  leading 
everywhere,  and  the  cuisine  of  the  continents.  They  leave 
abusing  the  lovely  isle:  it  is  themselves  who  are  at  fault. 
Tahiti  to  me  is  a  dream,  a  continual  joy;  but  I  would  not  have 
it  on  my  conscience  to  advise  anyone  to  come  hither.  It  may 
prove  nectar,  but  it  may  prove  poison.  And  the  heat  tests  the 
strongest,  as  well  as  the  stoutest  heart.  Nor  are  Papeete  and 
Tahiti  synonymous  terms:  Papeete  is  a  rough  and  open  frontier 
town,  Tahiti  is  Nature  at  its  best.  Papeete  should  be  used  as  a 
stepping  stone;  too  many  make  it  a  resting  place  and  blame 
Nature  for  Man. 

Tahiti  is  shaped  like  a  lady's  hand  mirror:  the  glass  is 
Greater  Tahiti,  the  handle  is  Lesser — Presqu'Ile  or  Taiarapu: 
the  junction  of  the  two,  the  Isthmus  of  Taravao.  The  coast 
line  is  110  miles,  and  all  round,  save  at  the  extreme  end  of 
Taiarapu,  runs  a  broad  highway  on  which  auto  buses  run  and 
some  500  autos  owned  by  whites  and  many  a  native.  Along 
this  beautifully  kept  and  shaded  road  are  the  villages  and  the 
country  homes  of  the  French  and  other  foreigners.  There  are 
15,000  folk  on  Tahiti,  of  which  scarce  50  are  British  and 
American  residents.  The  Chinese  are  everywhere,  they  are  the 
traders  and  the  workers:  the  Tahitian  loves  his  ease,  to  lie  in 
the  shade  and  play  the  guitar;  to  gather  in  Papeete  and  talk  by 
the  hour,  frequent  the  saloons  and  crowd  the  cinema.  Bicycles 
are  without  number,  the  great  roadway  having  but  one  hill  at 
Point  Venus,  where  a  lighthouse  stands,  and  a  monument  to 
commemorate  the  Transit  of  Venus  observed  there  by  Captain 
Cook  in  1769.  I  know  that  highway  well,  it  is  upon  it  that 
I  take  my  daily  exercise  afoot,  and  oft  leave  it  to  venture  upon 
side  trips  mountain-ward.  With  three  Tahitians  I  have  made 
to  the  foot  of  the  Fautana  Waterfall,  an  eight  hours'  tramp  from 
Papeete,  no  easy  journey  that,  fording  the  river  time  and  again, 
slashing  our  way  with  knives,  crawjing  on  hands  and  knees.  I 
myself  became  the  guide  to  a  French  scientist  and  took  him  to 
the  summit  of  that  same  waterfall,  where  he  found  all  manner 
of  wonderful  things  and  came  home  with  bottles  full  of  grubs 
horrible  to  look  upon.  There  are  no  snakes  on  Tahiti,  nothing 
venomous  save  the  ubiquitous  mosquito.  Flies  are  few,  dogs 
many.  In  the  mountains  you  hear  but  rarely  see  the  pig;  the 
chicken  and  the  cattle  run  wild.  They  are  hunted,  but  that 
day  is  o'er  for  me.  Life  is  far  too  precious  to  me  to  take  it 
needlessly  from  other.  Before  the  rains  begin  I  am  going  with 
guide  and  bearer  to  make  clear  across  the  Island.  It  is  rarely 
done;  the  last  white  man  had  to  be  brought  back  on  a  stretcher. 
We  shall  see. 


MOOREA  is  a  volcanic  isle  with  a  coast  line  of  forty  miles. 
Its  shape  is  that  of  a  heart,  like  Tasmania,  with  two  indents  at 
the  top,  two  lovely  bays,  Papetoai  and  Cook.  With  a  Cana- 
dian I  footed  the  circuit,  covering  20  miles  a  day  along  a  grassy 
road — no  autos  allowed  on  Moorea — the  whole  way  not  a 
hill  but  an  endless  avenue  of  palms  and  giant  trees,  a  joy  to 
walk  beneath.  We  broke  the  tramp  at  Afaraitu,  where  we 
found  a  rest  house.  All  the  way  the  mountains  took  the  shape 
of  pinnacles  and  towers,  here  were  battlements  as  if  built  by 
man,  and  everything  covered  to  the  summit  with  verdure.  I 
would  see  what  Moorea's  centre  was,  so  with  two  Americans 
and  a  native  guide  made  the  ascent  by  wild  pig  trail.  It  was 
cutting,  slashing  and  clambering  again,  but  we  climbed  the  walls 
and  found  ourselves  in  a  nest  of  craters.  We  got  down  on  the 
other  side  of  the  island  after  six  hours  of  strenuous  endeavour. 
In  the  valleys  we  found  oranges  a-plenty,  with  bananas  going 
a-begging.  Here  are  vanilla  plantations  and  papaya  by  the 
acre.  Moorea  is  far  famed  and  it  deserves  all  praise  bestowed. 
To  see  the  sun  setting  over  Moorea  from  Papeete's  waterfront 
is  worth  far  travel,  artists  rave  thereat:  but  it  is  better  still  to 
brave  the  strait  and  know  the  island  first  hand.  Here  was 
heathenism's  last  stronghold  in  the  group:  it  was  but  a  year 
ago  that  the  last  sacrificial  altar  disappeared,  the  property  bought 
by  a  Chinaman,  the  sacred  grove  cut  down  and  the  stones  used 
for  a  dwelling  place.  An  Old  Radleian  runs  a  hostel  at  Faatoai 
and  has  an  excellent  library.  My  home  with  him  is  a  grass  hut 
in  the  grounds. 

The  Pearl  Islands  arc  amazing.  We  arc  taught  at  school 
that  an  Atoll  i«;  a  ring  of  coral  with  sand  and  trees  upon  it, 
with  an  entrance  for  boats.  This  calls  for  serious  amencimcnts. 
Very  few  atolls  are  rings,  they  take  their  shape  from  the  sub- 
marine mountain  tops  round  which  the  polypi  build,  and  are 
of  every  shape:  hearts  and  harps,  irregular  squares  and  parallelo- 
grams, the  sole  of  a  boot  and  a  pear.  There  is  sand  round  the 
edge  but  the  soil  is  humus  from  coral  disintegrated  by  the  sun, 
and  in  which  not  only  trees  but.  in  chief,  coconuts  thrive.  Few 
have  entrances  into  the  lagoon,  mostly  you  have  to  land  upon 
the  reef  itself;  the  natives  carry  their  canoes  across  according  as 
they  wish  to  fish  in  lagoon  or  sea.  Tliey  are  in  appearance 
alike  as  peas  in  a  pod,  but  with  the  sun's  rays  glinting  on  the 
waving  fronds  of  the  palms  and  the  placid  lagoon  within  reflect- 
ing the  sky  they  make  an  exquisite  picture.  But  that  wall!  'tis 
a  stupendous  work.  The  coral  polyp  works  from  "^0  fathoms 
down:  when  the  wall  appears  it  is  anywhere  from  a  quarter 
to  a  full  mile  wide!  And  Rangiora  is  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  miles  round!  Inside  many  an  atoll  it  is  impossible  to  see 
the  farther  shore.      And  to  see  that  wall  at  lantiing  is  something 


never  to  be  forgotten.  You  put  off  from  the  scooncr  in  a  whale- 
boat,  draw  near  and  wait.  The  boat  steerer  stands  up  with  his 
long  sweep,  the  crew  grip  their  oars.  Not  this  wave,  nor  the 
next,  nor  the  next  is  of  any  good,  there  is  only  one  that  will 
lift  you  over  the  edge:  you  sink  with  the  worthless  ones  and  see 
before  you  a  wall  six  feet,  ten  feet  high,  a  wicked  wall,  rough 
hewn,  honeycombed,  to  strike  w^hich  would  be  as  an  egg  cast 
against  granite.  You  rise,  and  with  a  shout  from  the  dark- 
skinned  steerer  the  men  ply  their  oars  desperately.  Up.  up  you 
rise,  the  wall  has  disappeared,  you  are  on  top  of  a  giant  wave, 
you  are  over  the  edge,  the  wave  and  you  come  down  with  a 
crash,  you  are  shot  along  the  reef  top,  and  as  the  wave  expends 
its  force  you  leap  out  up  to  your  knees,  your  waist,  and  grab 
the  boat.  The  wave  receding  wants  you  to  go  too:  you  hold 
hard,  then  drag  the  heavy  thing  in  shallower  water  till  it  lies 
safe,  and  so  make  land.  Getting  off  is  no  whit  less  exhilarating. 
These  natives  are  adepts.  Yet  once  we  were  just  a  fraction  too 
late,  we  slid  off  the  edge  into  the  deep  but  our  weigh  was  not 
enough.  A  comber  rushed  at  us.  Did  our  bow  turn  a  foot 
we  would  have  been  rolled  over  and  crushed  against  that  wall. 
The  crew  knew  and  held.  That  comber  swept  us  from  bow 
to  stern,  we  went  not  over  but  through  it.  There  were  times 
when  the  captain  would  not  let  me  go.  not  even  as  one  of  the 
crew,  and  a  captain  has  to  be  obeyed.  But  I  have  tasted  and 
am  content.  In  the  lagoons  of  Takaroa  and  Kikueru  they  were 
busy  pearling.  All  is  regulated:  the  season,  the  time  allowed, 
the  method:  but  what  cannot  be  regulated  is  the  flock  of  pearl 
merchants  who  hover  over  the  natives  as  gulls  over  a  swarm  of 
fish.  The  rest  of  the  Atolls  were  busy  copra  making;  some  had 
tons  waiting  for  us,  others  had  but  little.  Our  store  room 
was  very  busy:  we  traded  all  manner  of  things  for  the  much- 
needed  coconut:  flour  and  rice,  sugar  and  meats,  clothing  and 
boots,  candies,  perambulators,  toys  and  gramophone  records. 
The  Mormons  have  a  stranglehold  upon  the  Tuamotus:  they 
have  been  at  work  since  1844.  They  have  attained  their  power 
through  their  social  rather  than  religious  side. 

The  Gambier  Islands  are  that  part  of  the  rim  of  a 
volcano,  of  huge  extent,  which  are  left  above  the  sea.  You 
enter  through  a  pass  and  drop  anchor  in  the  crater.  There  is 
nothing  flat  about  them  and  they  are  covered  to  their  summits 
with  a  long  grass,  like  straw,  which  is  gathered,  dried  and  used 
throughout  these  parts  of  Oceania  for  hats.  Once  there  were 
15,000  natives  on  these  five  islands:  there  are  now  but  500. 
Nature,  however,  still  pours  forth  food  for  the  original  number. 
Never  have  I  seen  such  prodigal  waste  as  has  to  be.  Fruit  lay 
thick  upon  the  ground,  bread  fruit  and  oranges,  bananas  and 
papaya,  guavas  and  some  I  knew  not,   whilst  there  were  acres 


of  coffee  going  to  waste  and  tobacco  running  wild.  We  sought 
a  few  banana  bunches  to  carry  us  home;  the  next  day  we  had 
150  huge  bunches  aboard:  our  stern  looked  like  a  fruit  shop, 
and  so  did  our  rigging.  Mangareva  tempted  me  sorely  to 
remain:  it  is  a  lovely  isle.  I  climbed  its  heights,  walked  in 
its  valleys,  canoed  in  its  waters,  and  only  because  my  years  are 
running  out  and  there  is  so  much  yet  to  see  and  learn  did  I  go 
aboard  and  sail  away.  On  each  island  there  is  a  Catholic 
Church  of  large  proportions,  that  on  Mangareva  could  easily 
hold  1,000  people.  It  is  a  vast,  lofty  building  of  coral,  twin 
towered,  richly  embellished  within,  but  its  chief  glory  is  its 
Pearl.  Let  into  the  front  of  the  Tabernacle  is  a  pearl  the  size 
of  a  pigeon's  egg,  of  matchless  color.  No  money  could  pur- 
chase it.  It  is  the  gift  of  the  last  king  of  these  isles.  It  is  safe. 
No  native  would  dare  touch  it.  superstition  alone  would  see  to 
that,  and  no  white  man  would  leave  Mangareva  alive,  even  did 
he  thwart  those  jealous  guardians  of  it,  the  priests,  to  snatch  it 
from  its  resting  place.  The  candelabra  is  a  mass  of  pearl  shell 
worked  up  into  roses  and  all  manner  of  flowers.  The  image  of 
the  Virgin  has  a  pearl  in  its  crown  of  scarcely  less  size  and  value. 
These  natives  are  very  different  from  those  of  Tahiti.  The 
latter  are  the  merriest  of  all  Polynesians,  they  seem  always 
laughing.  True,  tears  come  easily  but  they  are  soon  over.  But 
Mangarevans  arc  subdued,  as  I  expect  to  find  the  Marquessans. 
They  cannot  forget  how  their  thousands  have  become  but 
hundreds  and  that  the  dice  seems  loaded  against  them.  The 
Tuamotuans  are  a  hardier  clan,  they  have  ever  had  a  fight  for 
life,  unpampered.  coconut  and  fish  their  portion.  They  have 
won  out  and  are  virile.  All  are  interesting  in  their  own  way. 
and  each  are  warmly  hospitable.  Despite  the  long  rule  of 
France,  a  Protectorate  since  1843  and  Annexation  since  1880. 
there  is  a  steady  love  and  admiration  towards  those  who  not 
only  first  of  Europe  saw  them  but  who  brought  them  civiliza- 
tion and  Christianity.  A  Britisher  is  welcome  in  every 
native  home. 

For  all  the  long  weeks  at  sea,  no  wild  winds  have  blown. 
There  have  been  plenty  of  showers,  but  they  arc  welcome,  tem- 
pering the  heat.  I  have  now  spent  Autumn  and  Winter  here. 
Spring  is  nigh,  and  with  Summer  comes  95  of  heat,  and  rain 
such  as  only  the  Tropics  can  produce.  Let  them  come;  1  have 
tasted  for  years  and  have  found  them  good. 

So  far,  as  self.  Comment  upon  world  happenings,  or  ol 
things  nearer  to  yourselves  I  cannot  make.  The  outside  world 
seems  very  far  away.  Roamcrs  must  of  necessity  lose  touch, 
and  your  rush  of  business  and  of  life  seems  incongruous  with 
these  Isles*  Perfect  Peace.  One  rises  with  the  sun  to  revel  in 
Nature  for  yet  another  day.      There  is  no  mental  strain,   nor 


heavy  demands  upon  your  time:  a  little  money  goes  a  long. 
long  way.  Yet — without  a  companion — one  must  live  by  rule 
if  he  would  avoid  the  supreme  danger  of  the  South  Seas — 
stagnation.  Hours  of  study,  hours  of  exercise,  hours  of  rest. 
You  of  set  purpose  foregather  daily  with  the  natives,  both  men 
and  women;  you  are  amongst  them,  but  not  of  them,  above 
them  in  culture  but  a  fellow  mortal.  You  are  there  both  to 
learn  and  to  teach.  You  keep  no  count  of  days;  you  reckon 
time  by  the  arrival  of  the  steamers,  which  bring  fresh  faces,  of 
bear  your  friends,  made  but  yesterday,  away.  But  for  all  that. 
I  shall  warmly  welcome  news  of  you.  None  of  you  are  for- 
gotten, be  it  British  Columbia  or  California,  New  York  or  the 
Old  Land.  You  are  bravely  fighting;  I  am  resting,  but  very 
far  from  unmindful  of  any  one  of  you,  be  you  of  my  own  blood 
or  other,  young  or  old,  who  consciously  or  unconsciously  have 
helped  to  make  the  Past  replete,  for  this  man,  with  Days  of 
Remembrance.  This  only  I  would  add,  though  it  would  appear 
untrue  by  present  scrawl,  that  to  me  much  writing  is  a  weariness 
to  the  flesh.  Individually  I  make  no  promise,  but  collectively 
you  will  hear  from  me  while  life — now  at  its  ebbing — lasts; 
such  is  the  least  I  can  do  for  those  who  hold  me  dear,  or  call 
me  Friend.

FOUNDERS'    DAY 

Founders'  Day,  October  7,  which  this  year  fell  on  a 
Sunday,  was  fittingly  celebrated  on  Monday,  October  8.  the  first 
week-day  following. 

School  work  proceeded  as  usual  until  the  mid-morning 
break,  after  which  School  assembled  in  the  Hall,  where  a  short 
service  was  held.  The  Headmaster  then  addressed  the  boys, 
and  explained  to  them  the  importance  of  the  occasion  of 
Founders'  Day  in  the  history  of  the  School  and  its  particular 
significance  to  those  present.  In  a  brief  history  of  the  School 
he  recounted  to  the  boys  how.  as  early  as  1888 — forty  years 
ago — the  Rev.  W.  W.  Bolton,  until  recently  their  Headmaster, 
now  their  Warden,  had  begun  his  work  for  what  is  now 
University  School.  When,  by  1908,  Mr.  Bolton  had  been 
joined  by  Captain  R.  V.  Harvey  and  Mr.  J.  C.  Barnacle,  two 
other  workers  with  the  same  end  in  view  as  his  own.  University 
School,  on  its  present  site  and  as  we  now  know  it.  was  estab- 
lished with  the  three  gentlemen  named  as  its  Founders. 

Mr.  Bolton  had  given  to  the  School  the  impress  of  his  life's 
work.  Mr.  Barnacle  had,  by  his  ability  and  hard  work  as 
Headmaster  during  the  early  and  difficult  years,  brought  increas- 
ing success  to  the  School  until  the  time  when  he  was  compelled 
by  ill-health  to  give  up  his  office. 

Captain  Harvey,  bek^ved  by  all  who  knew  him.  gave  his 
life  for  his  country:     by   his  death   the  School    lost    a   devoletl 
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friend   and   worker,   and   one  with   full   promise  of  a   brilliant 
future. 

It  was  in  honour  of  these  three  Founders,  the  work  they 
had  done,  all  they  had  given,  and  to  keep  in  mind  the  high 
hopes  and  ideals  left  by  them  to  their  successors  in  office  and  to 
the  boys  of  the  School,  that  Founders'  Day  was  observed  as  one 
of  the  most  important  days  of  the  School  year. 

The  address  was  concluded  by  the  reading  of  Captain 
Harvey's  last  letter  to  the  boys,  written  just  before  he  went  into 
the  action  in  which  he  was  killed. 

Boys  were  then  dismissed  for  the  day.

END    OF   TERM 


Address  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  P.  T.  ROWE,  D.D..  Bishop  of  Alaska 

On  the  morning  of  Wednesday,  December  19,  we  had 
the  pleasure  of  welcoming  Bishop  Rowe  and  Mrs.  Rowe  to  the 
occasion  of  the  formal  ceremony  of  breaking-up  for  Christmas. 

School  assembled  in  the  Hall  at  10.15  o'clock,  and,  with 
Bishop  Rowe  and  Mrs.  Rowe  present,  proceedings  opened  with 
the  singing  of  Hymn  No.  75.  Then  followed  the  Morning 
Collect  and  the  Collect  for  the  King,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  the 
reading  of  the  Lesson  (Philippians.  Ch.  iv.,  4-13).  and  Hymn 
No.  696. 

The  Headmaster  then  welcomed  the  guests,  on  behalf  of 
the  School,  and  read  the  Form  Orders,  the  Sixth  Form  Prize 
List,  and  the  Grade  Examination  Lists,  and  summarized  the 
Term's  work  and  general  School  activity. 

He  expressed  satisfaction  with  the  Term's  work  as  shown 
by  the  improved  average  results  in  the  examinations,  and  with 
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ihe  high  standing  of  the  School  name,  not  only  for  actual 
prowess  on  the  field  of  games,  but  in  the  even  more  important 
sense  of  sportsmanship  and  high  standards  of  conduct  and  public 
spirit.  He  reminded  boys  of  what  they  inherited  from  past 
boys  when  they  entered  the  School,  and  urged  them,  each  boy 
according  to  the  best  of  his  bent,  however  humble  his  share, 
provided  it  was  his  best,  to  strive  so  that  they  should  hand  on 
to  their  successors  an  even  richer  legacy.  In  conclusion,  he 
thanked  the  Prefects  for  their  work  and  reminded  boys  of  what 
they  owed  to  the  Staff,  who,  like  themselves,  were  of  the  School, 
and  though  it  was  their  duty  to  point  out  and  correct  boys' 
faults,  they  were,  above  all,  their  friends,  ready  and  anxious  to 
help  them  at  all  times. 

Mrs.  Rowo  then  very  kindly  presented  to  White  the  Silver 
Medal  awarded  by  the  British  Columbia  Rifle  Association  (Kerr, 
the  winner  of  the  Bronze  Medal  being  absent) ,  after  which 
Bishop  Rowe  addressed  the  boys. 

The  Bishop  won  the  boys  at  his  opening  by  recalling  that, 
when  he  was  a  boy  at  school  himself,  it  was  well  established 
that  the  distinguished  visitors  to  whom  they  were  compelled  to 
listen  were  ranked  in  order  of  merit  according  to  the  brevity  of 
their  speeches — those  who  said  least  being  held  in  the  highest 
esteem.  From  this  point  the  boys  followed  with  close  attention 
a  most  instructive  but  all  too  brief  address,  in  the  course  of 
which  the  speaker  narrated  incidents  in  the  lives  of  great  men  of 
history  and  showed  the  qualities  by  which  greatness  had  been 
won,  and  how  those  same  qualities  could  be  developed  and 
noble  lives  emulated  by  even  the  humblest  boy.  He  urged  boys 
to  hold  to  high  pri/iciples  of  conduct  in  all  their  dealings  and 
to  form  for  themselves  worthy  ideals  and  be  true  to  them. 

The  Bishop  chc-)se  simple  and  direct  language  and  revealed 
himself  to  the  boys  as  a  friend  who  understc:)od  them:  his 
words  made  a  deep  impression  on  the.  School.  We  thank  the 
Bishop  most  heartily  for  his  visit,  and  we  sincerely  hope  that  it 
will  soon  be  repeated. 

The  address  was  followed  by  Hymn  696  and  the  School 
Song,  and  after  cheers  for  our  two  visitors  and  for  the  School 
the  occasion  was  brought  to  a  conclusion  by  the  singing  ol 
"God  Save  the  King."

OUR    LOSSES 

Richard  Phrry,  The  Summer  was  saddened  for  all  who 
knew  "Dick"  Perry  by  the  news  of  his  death,  which  occurred 
in  tragic  circumstances  on  August  26,  at  Bainbridge  Island. 

Dick,  with  his  brother  George  and  a  boy  friend,  had  just 
returned  to  his  mother's  Summer  home  at  Wing  Point,  after  a 
camping  trip.  He  was  in  the  act  of  cleaning  his  rifle,  which  he 
believed  to  be  empty,  when  it  was  accidentally  discharged  and 
Dick  sank  back  shot  through  the  heart,  and  died  within  a  few 
seconds. 

Dick  entered  the  School  in  19^6.  and  was  16  years  old 
at  the  time  of  his  death.  He  was  awarded  his  Prefect's  Badge 
this  year,  and  was,  by  his  most  admirable  character  and  example 
and  by  his  athletic  prowess,  one  of  the  most  promising  boys  in 
the  School,  where  he  held  the  respect  of  every  boy. 

His  personal  charm  and  his  modesty,  his  open  and  manly 
nature,  made  him  beloved  by  all  who  knew  him;  indeed,  it  is 
difficult  to  imagine  a  boy  of  richer  promise  at  the  threshold 
of  life. 

We  offer  our  deep  sympathy  to  his  parents  ^nd  other 
relatives. 
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We  have  had  a  particularly  good  Rugby  season  so  far. 
marked  by  ideal  weather  conditions,  much  keenness,  and  a 
maximum  of  games  played.  The  season  opened  on  September 
13,  when,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Senior  Games,  the  Headmaster 
presiding,  the  election  of  captain  and  vice-captain  took  place. 
The  election  of  White  for  captain  and  Gardner  for  vice-captain 
were  particularly  happy  ones.  Both  have  displayed  energetic 
leadership  and  a  fine  sense  of  what  is  fitting. 

For  the  second  year  we  are  running  four  fifteens,  1st,  2nd, 
3rd.  and  Midget — the  last  mentioned  being  limited  to  under  15 
and  under  1  20  lbs.  This  gives  every  boy  in  the  School  a  chance 
to  make  a  team. 

The  First  XV.  have  played  nine  matches,  winning  six, 
losing  two,  and  drawing  one — with  the  Old  Boys.  We  hope  to 
have  more  of  these  games  with  the  Old  Boys. 

The  Second  XV.  have  also  shown  considerable  keenness, 
in  spite  of  the  fact  that  certain  of  their  number  are  being  con- 
stantly taken  up  for  trial  in  the  First  and  that  a  considerable 
number  are  completely  new  to  the  game.  However,  they  too 
have  made  a  good  showing,  winning  five  out  of  six  games 
played. 

The  Third  XV.  are  very  ably  captained  by  Taylor  i.  and 
have  an  excellent  record,  defeating  Oak  Bay  2nd  XV.  and 
Brentwood  3rd  XV..  only  succumbing  when  they  tackled  Oak 
Bay  First  XV '. 

The  Midgets  are  second  to  none  in  keenness,  and  are  full 
to  running  over  of  traditional  Rugby  spirit.  Poyntz  i  is  a  very 
courageous  little  captain,  and  in  his  last  match  with  Brentwood 
showed  great  spirit  in  wishing  to  keep  on  playing  in  spite  of 
injury.  They  have  not  had  their  line  crossed  this  season,  win- 
ning all  five  of  matches  played.

He  took 
the  ball  in  midfield  and  managed  to  break  through  our  line  for 
a  try,  which  was  unconverted.  Hammond,  of  the  School  side, 
however,  soon  equalled  it  by  breaking  through  in  one  of  his 
splendid  forward  rushes,  and  the  score  was  a  tie.  3-3,  at  half- 
time.  The  play  resuming,  Gaunt  again  added  more  points  to 
the  High  School  score  by  a  beautiful  drop-kick  in  play,  which 
brought  the  score  to  7-3.  This  put  the  School  fifteen  on  their 
mettle,  and  Gardner,  seizing  the  ball,  dodged  through  the 
opposing  side  for  another  try  for  the  School,  which  Tisdall 
failed  to  convert.

VISIT   OF   DISTINGUISHED   OLD    BOY 

Mr.  Percy  Williams 

This  Term,  the  School  had  the  pleasure  of  welcoming  Mr. 
Percy  Williams,  the  Olympic  Champion,  who,  on  the  occasion 
of  his  visit  to  Victoria,  found  time  to  come  to  his  old  School  and 
spend  an  hour  with  us. 

Mr.  Williams  Was  a  pupil  of  the  School  in  1919-1920. 
and  from  the  records  we  find  proof  of  the  early  athletic  promise 
which  he  has  recently  fulfilled  so  brilliantly.  In  1920  he  ran 
in  the  School  100  yards  for  boys  under  M  years  and  covered 
the  distance  in  12  4  S  seconds,  breaking  the  School  record  by 
2  5  second,  and  establishing  a  new  record  which  still  remains 
unbeaten,  A  report  of  this  will  be  found  in  Black  and  Red 
for  June.    1920. 
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On  the  occasion  of  his  recent  visit  Mr.  Williams  met  the 
assembled  school  in  the  Hall,  when  he  was  welcomed  in  the 
name  of  the  School  by  the  Headmaster  and  presented  with  the 
School  Athletic  Honour — the  "Wings."  as  a  token  of  our 
admiration  for  his  wonderful  achievement. 

His  reception  by  the  boys  was  most  enthusiastic  and  his 
visit  a  happy  one;  he  left  with  us  the  very  pleasant  remembrance 
of  a  modest  young  gentleman,  unspoilt,  in  spite  of  his  youth, 
by  sudden  and  world-wide  fame,  and  affording  a  fine  example 
to  all  young  athletes,  in  his  bearing  as  well  as  by  his  prowess. 

We  are  indebted  to  Jack  Griffith  for  the  group  photograph 
of  the  Staff  with  Mr.  Williams,  which  we  reproduce  in  this 
number,  and  we  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  Griffith  for 
his  excellent  work. 


THE  TEMPLES   OF  NIKKO 

Nikko.  which  is  the  seat  of  the  mortuary  shrines  of 
lyeyasu  and  lyemistu.  the  founder  and  third  in  line  of  the 
Tokugawa  family,  is  famed  for  its  temples  built  round  the 
shrines.  The  beautiful  temples,  which  people  from  all  over  the 
world  come  to  view,  date  from  1617  A.D.  The  temple  grounds 
are  built  on  a  slope  and  the  roads,  which  are  wide  and  well 
paved,  are  bordered  by  giant  Cryptomerias.  which  add  greatly 
to  the  general  impressiveness  of  the  scene. 

The  main  group  of  the  Temples  containing  the  Shrines  of 
lyeyasu  and  lyemistu  are  approached  by  an  avenue  leading  to 
the  first  gate  on  which  are  mounted  two  figures,  those  of  the 
Gods  of  Lightning  and  of  Thunder.  The  road  now  narrows 
and  leads  past  storehouses  containing  the  apparel  used  for  the 
festivals  and  religious  ceremonies.  Next  to  this  shrine  is  the 
most  beautiful  gate  in  the  grounds.  The  Chinese  gate,  a  gift 
from  an  Emperor  of  China,  is  fashioned  of  white,  red  and  gold, 
lacquered  wood,  with  carving  like  lace-work.  Indeed,  all  the 
temples  are  generously  lacquered  in  these  colours,  which  produce 
a  scene  unrivalled  in  all  the  world,  for  the  Japanese  are  expert 
workmen  and  are  considered  the  most  adept  with  the  lacquer 
brush.  By  the  side  of  this  great  Chinese  gate  are  a  pagoda,  the 
only  one  in  the  grounds,  and  two  drum-towers. 

After  passing  this  gate  the  main  temple  is  reached.  In  the 
temple  arc  the  tombs  of  lyeyasu  and  lyemistu,  the  greatest  feudal 
lords  Japan  has  ever  known.  It  seems  strange  that  these  great 
lords  should  have  all  the  splendour  and  glory  of  the  outer 
temples  to  lead  up  to  two  bare  rooms — seen  by  few  Japanese 
and  fewer  white  men. 

To  express  the  glory  of  these  wonderful  temples  the 
Japanese  have  a  proverb,  "He  who  has  not  seen  Nikko  is  a  fool." 
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
